Inſtruments Tris thereforc to be obſcrucd thatthis word 4rmain Latine is ſometimes 
natural; taken for very naturall inſtruments, and in this ſenſe doth DoRour Cafius 
vic the ſame, where he ſaith, Arma belluis natura dedit, vt Leoni dentes, Serpenti 
Inſtruments aculeum, &c. Sometimes it is taken forall manner of inſtruments pertaining 
Mechanical. tg Mechanicall Trades,as Arma Ruſticorum, Raſtra, Ligones, & huiuſmodj. Al- 
ſo Arma coquinaria, lebes,patella,tripus,olla, &c. And irg .cEncid.y. ſpeaking 
of the neceſſaries pertaining to ſhipping, ſaith, | :

Inſtrum:nts Sometimes it is taken for all ſorts of warlike inſtruments ; and in this ſenſe 
Mile: doth DoRour Caſixs take it, ſaying, eAt hominibus arma induſtria fonxit, eog, 
fxit, vt pro imperio rationis ets vteretur. But this word Arma heere meant 1s 
Metaphori- notynderftood in any ofthelſe (ignifications, butmuſt bee taken in a meta- 
call ſenſe. Bhoricall ſenſe, for that they doe aſſume a borrowed name (by way of figure 
called Metonymia ſubietti) from the Shields, Targets, Banners, Military Cal 
ſockes, and other Martiall Inſtruments, whereupon they were ingrauen, 
emboſled,embrodered or depited: which kinds of furnitures & habiliments 
*are peculiar vnto martiall men and profeſſed ſouldiers, ro whom only it per- 
taineth to beare Armour ; which euecn ar this day wee doe vſually call by the 
name of Ames. And of them in proceſlc of time did theſe enſignes or markes 
receiue their denomination, and were called 4rma, in Engliſh Armes, as Abra. 
Fra. noteth, ſaying, Arma appellantur, quod olim ſolis militibus data fuerunt, qui 
arma gerere ſolent. Nam cum iſtaſit gloria armis,ut inſtruneentis comparata placuit

Annys. eArmesthen, as they are heere meant, may bethus defined : Armes are to- 
Theirdig- kensor reſemblances,ſignifying ſome a& or quality of the bearer. How greae 
ritle, the dignitic andeſtimation of Armes eucr hath beene, and yet is, we may ea- 
 * fly conceiveby this,that as they doedelightthe beholders,and greatly grace 
and bcautifie the places wherein they are ere&ted ; ſo alſo they doe occalion 
their ſpeators to make ſerious inquiſition whoſe they are, who is the owner 
Theireon. Ofthe houſe wherein they are ſet vp, of what Familie their bearer is deſcen- 
formity with ded, and who were his next, and who his remote Parents or Anceſtors.

or naturall participation of qualities, in {o much as who ſo dithonourably or 
vnreuerently vieth the Armes ofany man, ſeemeth ro haue offered indigni- 
tie to the perſon of their Bearer ; ſoas (accordingro ſome Authours) their 
owner ſhall right himſelfe againſt ſuch an offender or wrong-doer, attione jn- 
curiarum. 

As touching the antiquitie of theſe ſignes which wee call Armes, Diodorus 
Siculus maketh mention, that 0/yrs, ſurnamed 7upiter the inſt, ſonne to Cham 
the curſed (onne of No4h,called of the Gentiles Ianus,being baniſhed from the 


| bleſſed Tents of Shewand 7apher, by reaſon ofthe curſe fallen vpon his fa- 


ther,was conſtrained to ſeeke ſome A wherin he might ſettie him- 
ſelfe, his children, and people : For which purpoſe he aſſembled agrear Ar- 
mie, and appointed Hercules hiseldeſt ſonne Cn And in this ſoanci- 
entan expedition of watres, as well 0fyris himſelte as Hercules, Macedonand 
Anubishis ſonnes, and others, did paint certaine {ignes vpon their ſhields, 
bucklers, and other weapons ; whic _ were after called Armes. As for 
example, Offris barea Sceprer rojall, inltgned on the top with an Ee ; Hercu- 
lesa Lionrampant, holding a Battle-axe; Macedona n_ and Anubis a Dogge. 


In this firſt aſſumption of theſe {1gnes, every man did take to himſelfe ſome yotamarie 
ſuch beaſt, bird, fiſh, ſerpent,or other creature, as he thought beſt fitting his aſſumption, 


eftate, or whoſe natureand qualitiedid in ſome ſort quadrate with his owne, 
or whereunto himſelfe was in ſome reſpedt like in qualitic, or wiſhed to bee 
reſembled vnto. 


Theprincipall end for which theſe ſignes were firſt taken vp, and pur 1n Their end 
vie, was that they might ſerue for notes or markes to diſtinguiſh Tribes, Fa- andvſc. 


milies, and particular perſons each from other. But this was not their onel 
vſe, for that they ſerued alſoto notifie to the ingenious beholder ofthem (at: 
ter ſome ſort) the naturall quality and diſpoſitton of theirBearers. And 6 


' behoouefull was this inuention thought to be, and their vſe fo reaſonable, 


as that they haue beene entertained of all ſucceeding poſterities amongſt all 
nations, and continued (euen to this day) without immutation or alteration 
of their primarie inſtitution, Theſe ArmoriallEnſignesthus ingeniouſly deui- 
ſed, "or* a a further vſe : for they ſerued alſo for the more commodious di- 
ſtriburion of Nations, Tribes, and Families, into Regiments and Bands ;'as 
alſo for aſſembling,conduRing, and gouerning of them in martiall expediri- 
ons : for which vſes and ends they haue receiued approbation in the higheft 
degree, cuen from the mouth of God himſelfe, who (when he preſctibed vn- 
to Moſes and Aaron a forme of ordering and conduting the 7/raelites in 
their paſſage rowards the Land of promiſe) did expreſly command the vie 


of Armorial ſignes, ſaying, Filg 1/raelis quiſquis inxta vexillum ſuum tum fionis yum s 
ſecundim domun Matiorum ſuorum caſtra habento : which order he required to OY 


be obſerued, not only in the conduction of them in their tourney, bur alſo in 
the pitching and raiſing of their Campe: 

In which precept we may obſerue, that God maketh mention of two ſorts 
of Enſignes; the one generall,the other particular; and that theſe latrer were 
no leſſe needfull then the former,.tor the orderly gouerning and conduRting 
of fo huge and populousa multitudeas the 7/rechtes were, in 2 journey (0

Armes given Theſe were the primarie vſes for which theſe S7gnes were firſt deuiſed and 


forrewune- put in praCiſe, and thoſe the ends whereunto they werereferred ; buratter 
oy Kees ong, tra&t of time, theſe tokens which we call Ares, became remuncrations 
for ſeruice, and were beſtowed by Emperours, Kings, and Princes,and their 

Generals and chiefe commanders inthe field vpon martiall men, whoſe va- 

lerous merits (cuen in 1uſtice) required due recompence of honour anſiwera- 

ble vnto their worthy acts, the remembrance whereof could not better bee 

pre{&rued and deriued vnto poſterity, then by theſe kindes ofhonourable re- 

wards. The firſt weread of, that made this vie of them was Alexander theo 

great, being moued thereunto by the perſivaſion of Ariſtotle his Schoolema- 

fter : who hauing obſerued his magnificent mind in rewarding his ſouldicrs 
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ro the full of their deſerts ; did at length preuaile with him fo much, as that 
he cau ſed him to turne the Carrext of his bounty another way,and to recom- 
pence his ſouldiers with theſe marks or tokens of honour; which hee be- 
ſtowed on themas hereditary teſtimonies of their glorious merits. Whoſe 
example heercin, Emperours, Kings and Princes, of ſucceeding ages haue 
enſued; vſing therein the miniſtery of the Office of Zeralds, as ſubordinate 
Officers thereto appointed and authorized, reſeruing alwaies to themſelues 
the ſupreame iuriſdition of 1udging and remunerating perſons according to 
their deſerts , but vling the ay of the Heralds , as for ſundry 
other vſes of great importance in a Sate, ſoalſofor the inuenting and deut- 
ſing of Congruent tokens of honour, anſwerable to the merits of thoſe that 
ſhall receive the ſame, |

By generail Colour, I vnderſtand the any and natural colour of each par- 
ticularrching, wherher the ſame be Naturallor Artificiall, of what kind focuer 
thararedepiRted and (er foorth in their externalland proper beauty. In this 
reſpe&all colours wharſoeuer (without exception) may ſeeme to pertaine 
to this Art, for ſo much as there is nothing in this world (ubiefted to the fight 
of man, but eitheris, oraptly may be bornein Armes ; ſo ſpacious and ge- 
nerall is the ſcope of Armory. In blazoning of things borne in their naturall 
or proper colour, you ſhall onely rearme them to be borne proper, which is 
a blazon ſufficient for things of that kind, and well fitting their property or 
nature, for there are no termes of blazon allowed to things borne attcr rhar 
ſort.

For as to all of differeces, 
brethren there is but one ſurnameallowed, yer for difference, that one of 
them may be diſcerned from another,there is added vnto brother apre- 
nomen, Or name of Baptiſme ; (o isit neceſſarie, that ſithence the Coat- Armour 
of the Anceſtor 1s competible toallthe children (as the marke of the familie 
whereof they arc deſcended) that a &fference ſhould bee added to the Coat- 
eArmour of euery brother, to marke and limit out toall mens ſight the diuer- 

ſitie of their Birthand Line whereupon they depend, that fo all occaſion of 
challenge may be preuented, when each man knoweth not only his place of 
precedence, butalſo his neercneſlc and place of title to the Inheritance. | 

Whereas I haue formerly among the examples of Borders, vied demon- Differences 
ſtrations of differences in the bloud-royall, of ſome of the younger ſonnes of *fBlood- 
Kings; I hold it fit before I conclude this Tra&t of differences, to giucalittle _— 
touch of the neceſsitie why theſe ſhould be'more eminent then thoſe of or- nent, and 
dinarie vſe, with perſons of inferiour ſtate.

And not only is it ſo in Cats pertaining to the bloud-royall, but alſo 1n other 
inferiour callings : For inancienttime (ſaith /yrley): when men could not 
ſafficiently diſtinguiſh their Coat- Armours by changing their deuicesinro 
other colours, for the number of leaders, that many times were of one houſe 
or familie ; then were they forced to vary their markes by the ſaid Adazti- 
ons. And very ſeldome ſhould you ſee in thoſe times, Creſſants, Mollets, or 
ſach ſmall things borne for a difference : or if any ſuch were, they were made 
ſolarge, that they might eaſily be diſcerned by the diſtance of-fortic foor. 
Furthermore, the Soueraigne eſtate and dignitie being compared with the Anothet 
qualitie ofany Subiec, the difference will be found ſo great berweene them, ***9n- 
and the one ſo farre ſurmounting the other of them, as that reaſon it ſelfe 
willeth that ſo great a difference ſhould bee put betweene the Royall Enſipnes

P auſanias (aith,is the Buckley in vie amongſt the old Gawles, If any here ſhould 
aske me, why then Eſcocheons ſhould bee vied in Heralarie, (ith other men are 
inueſted with Er/ignes of honour, beſides Martiallmen ; Taniwer them, that as 
to Militaric men that token is proper for reward of that kinde of ſeruice ; ſo if 
others bv their Yertues, Arts, or Actions, aduance either the honour or the wel- 
fareof their Country, their ſcruice is as behoouefull as the others, and them- 
{eluesas Defenders or Preſeruers of their Countries peace and happineſſe, delerue 
iikewiſe the reward of the Eſcocheon, being the Hieroghphicke or Embleme of 
defenſe and preſeruing. In which reſpe&, that good Prophet Eliah was called 
T he Chariots and Horſemen of Iſrael.

C.de Adaor.) an CAduocate is laid to be Miles, « Martiall man, and to haue the 
ſame prerogariues, in that they doe ciuium vitam & patrimonium defendere, 
defend the life and liuclihood of the Subiee#s. Touching the divers formes of 
Shields, I will not heereſpeake ; eucry Countrey almoſt hauing their diuers 
makings : amongſt which, the ſmalleſt were in vſe amongſt our old Britaines, 
as being moſt manageable;and the greateſt amongſt the Romans and Grecians, 
as may appeare by Alexander, who being to paſſe a river, vſed his Shield for 
his Beat, and his Speare for his Ruther to guide himſelfe ouer. And it was ever 
held morediſhonourable fora man to loſe his Buckler,then his ſword in field, 
becauſe it is more praiſe-worthy to defend a friend then to hurta foe, asa 
Noble Generall once ſaid : Mallem num Cinem, & te. Thad rather ſaue one good 
Subiett, then kill an hundred enemies, ©

Itwas the mannerofthe Scythians, Medes, and Per- 
fians, to hane their Shields of Redde colour,to the end 
thar the cftulion of their blood ſhould not eaſily bee 
diſcouercd (when they receiucd anywound) either 
to the diſcouragement of themlſelues, oranimating of 
their enenues.

The Frenchmendoe viually 
beare their Batwne (as it were Couped) after this man- 
ner: whereof I doe better allow then of that forme 
which is commonly vſed amongſt vs in England, be- 
cauſe the ſame being ſo borne, doth better reſemble 
the ſhape or forme of a Cudgell or Batune, And 
though this hath the forme and quantitic of a Coſt, yet 
irdiffereth from the lame, in that the Coſt is dd 
to the extremiticsof the Eſcocheon, whereas the Batuxe ſhould be Couped, and 
touch no part of the ſame, as by this Zſcocheon appeareth. This is the proper 
and moſt v/#all note of 1Mlegttimation (perhaps for the affinitie berwixt Baſtors 
and Baſtards; orelſe for that Baſtardsloſt the priuilege of Freemen,and lo were 
ſ{ubie&ro the ſerwile ſtroke :) and it containeth the fourth part ofthe Bend /5- 
ziſter ;and being thus borne, differeth from all the /ubdiuiſions of the Ordina- 
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ries before manifeſted ſufficiently, what conformitie Deuer any of them may 
ſcemeto hauethercwith. T his Aarke was deuiſed bath to reſtraine men: The vie of 
cruly gencrous, from the filthy ſtaine of this baſe (but common) finne, when! Þ5 marke. 
they conlider, that ſuch accuſation to rhem(elues, and ſhame to their iſſue, 

ſhall neuer be ſcuered fram their Coat-armenr, which ſhould be the Blazon of 

their Zonowr, . For let the Spurious birth haue neuerſo noble a father, yet he 

is baſe-borne ; and baſe will bec ener the firſt (yilable 1nia &aſtards name, rill by 

his owne Yertzes he hath waſhed: oF thedtaines of his\ Fathers vice, as many 

high ſpirits have donez whothoughſoborne, haue-attained to the higheſt 

pitch of glory. Eucry Baffard may hanetiis Batume ofiwhat colony he will, but Leigh, 


\ notof Aetall, which is for the Baſtards of Princes. Atthe firſt, Baſtards were 


prohibited ro beare the Armesof their reputed fathers. Then (faith Sir 79h 
Ferne in his Glory of Gencxofitie) they did by ſute obtainea T olleration from S0- 
ueraignes and K mgs, to be made legitmate,and to be matriculated by the Kings Legitimais 
Grant, as children \awfully borne : which Grant did enable them to be capable of Baſtards, 
of many Immunities and Prerogatiues which others lawfully begotten dot en- 
ioy : and fo by ſuch legitimation rhey were diſcharged of all thoſe diſhononrs 
which in former time they wereſubiecq&ynto z-and were acquited from the 
ſtaine of their Baſkardie, Excepto quad tx tall legitimatione nou admittebantur ad 
Tura Sanguins cum als filijs: Except only, that they had nat the right of Bloyd and 
Inheritance thereby. By pretence of thele Legitimations, they beare the Coaf- 
armour of their reputed Anceſtors, with 4 ligne of baftardie, now: commonlie Signe of Bas 
knowneto cuery man, by rcaſon of "or po vie : which Marke (as ſome doe ftardie. 
hold) neither they nor their childrep ſhall euer remooue or lay aſide, Ne ſordes 
fer errorem inter pr ecipuosreputentur 3 Leſtthe fruits of luſt ſhould by errour gaine 
the eftimation of Generofitie..

The Cox- Content of 
tent of the Croſſeis not the ſame alwaies : for when it is not Charged, then it the Croſſe, 
hath onely the ffth part of the Field; bur ifir bee charged, then muſt it con- | 
taine the third part thereof. To giue you particular Examples of all the diffe- 
rent formes of Bearing of the Croſſe, were as needleſle as endleſſe, conſidering 
the varietie ſet downe by other Authors: I will therefore content my (elfe

| percaineth co the right worſhipfull familie of Shel- 


ton, in the countie of Norfolke, whence deſcendcd thar 
Honourable vertuous Ladie, Marie Shelton, who was Shelton. 
many yceres of the Moſt Honourable Bedchamber, of 
that Glorious Ducene Elizabeth;and was alſo wife to the 
right worſhipfull Sr 1ohn Scudamore,of Home Lacicin 
the countie of Hereford Knight, ſtanderd bearer to her 
Maicſties Honoxrable Band of Gentlemen Penſioners. 
This 0rdinarie is oftcntimes dinerſly named,according - 
to the diuerſitie of Zines whereof it is compoſed : for as is the farme of Zines 
whereofit is made,ſo is the Denomination thereof. In the ancienteſt 1»/titution 
of the Bearing of the Croſſs(without all controuerſie)it had this forme;which 
istaken to be the true ſhape of the Patible, whereupon our bleſled Sautour 
Chriſt 1eſus ſuffered : whole godlie obſeruation and vie was in great eſteeme _ 
inthe Primitiuc Church: though in latter rimes it hath beene diſhonourablic 
intertained by two oppoſed kindes of Fantaſtickes; the one,who fo ſuperſtiti- 
ouſly dote on it, that they adore it like their God : the other, who ſo vnchriz 
ſtianly deteſt it, that they ſlander the moſt godly and ancient vſe therof,in our 
firſt initiating vnto Chriſt, as if it were ſome Dzelliſh doll, But the true Soul- 
diers of ſuch a C aptaine need not to be aſhamed to beare their Generals Enſigne. 
And this bearing was firſt beſtowed on ſuch as had performed, or at leaſt 
vndertaken ſome ſeruice for Chriſt and Chriſtian Profeſtion : and therefore be- 
ing duly conferred, I hold it the moſt honourable Chargeto be found in He- 


zaldrie. But the forme and bearing heereof (as well as the Cheyrons tormerly

ſpoken of) hath becne alſo depraued through the inconliderace handling of 
common Painters. Alike forme of Bearing to this, is that Croſſe which we inde 
Borne in the Shield of 8 George z butdiuerſlie from this,both in Meralland Co- 
lour : which of ſome Armoriſts of Y ptopstime, (as himlelte noteth in his dil- 
courſe of Armes) receiued in thoſe daiesa verie Strange and abſurd kinde of 
Blazon, which he there ſetteth downe afrer this manner ; The Shield Gules, 
foure 2uarters Argent : whoſe reaſon heercin (faith hee ) I doe nor allow, for 
that by ſuch manner of Blazoz, the bearing ofa plaine Croſſe ſhall neuer bee 
knowne. Moreouer, heerein alſo may we obſcrue the Blazon hcereof ro bee 
erroneous, in that they lay, foure 2uarters: which are indeede but ſo many 
Cantons; elſe ſhould they all foure meere in the Center of the Eſcocheon, This 
Ordinarie is ſubie& to voiding and conpine, as thele examples tollowing ſhew.

So 
great is the Reſemblance often times, ofthings borne in Coat-armour : which 
yetinthere Exiſtence, are wuch differing, thata man wellſcenc in Heraldrie, 
may ealilie commit an errourin the Blazoning of them : as by comparing of 
this Coat-armor with the next will manifeſtly appeare : wherfore you muſt vie 
 anaduiſeddeliberation in Blazonrng,elſpecially of Aras of necre Reſemblance.

Angelsare Meſſengers,by whom God hath manifeſted 
his willand power to his EledFin Chriſt leſus : In which reſpeRalſo the Aizr- 
ſters of Godare called in Scriptures Gods Angels, and therefore to be honoured 
as his Embaſſadours and Meſſengers; and theirdottrine is Evangelium, the good 
Anzelicall Meſſage of life eternall with the Angels in Heauen. And albeit thoſe 
heauenlie Spirits bee in their ſelfe nature void of all corporall or material ſub- 
ſtance, yet 15 it certaine, when it pleaſed God fo to imploy them, they had af- 
ſumpred boaes for the time, ro the end they might the more effeAuallic ac- 
compliſh the ſeruice that God had inioined them. Such boates had the three 


- Angels that appearcd to Abraham, Gen. 18. Such bodjesallo had the two An- 


gelsthat came vnto Lot, Gen.19. Andas God gaue them bogzes for that time, 
ſodid he giue them alſo the faculties anſwerable to ſuch bodies : viz. to walke, - 
talke, eat, drink, and ſuch like. Theſe bodies and boatly faculties were giuen 
them, to the end they might more familiarly conuerſe and diſcoutſe with the 
godly, ro whom they were ſent, and the better performe the charge inioined 
them, inſomuch as they did vnfainedly eat and drizke, as Zanchius noteth z 
whereby they did the better conceale their proper naturc, vntiil ſuch time as 
they ſhould make knowen vato men what they were indeed. Heereupon it 
({cemerh the Ancients of forepaſſed ages haue viurped the bearing of Angels in 
Coat-armours, according to thoſe bodily ſhapes and habits wherein they appca- 
red vnto men, as in example.

Tnferionr Grbes,and is called in Latine Firmamentum(according to Scribonins)a 

firmitate,that 15,of the any therof,meaning(as I conceiuc)either the durab!e 
ſubſiſtng of it,or elſe the vnmoneableneſſe of the two Poles, Aritike and Antar- 
ike : otherwiſe, one ſelfething cannot be ſaid ro bee moneableand conſtant, 
butin ad1uers reſpe&t ; even as an 10x wheele in a Clecke, though Rtillin 
motion, yer both in reſpe& of the metalline ſolidity, and of the ſuretaſtning to 
che Axell, it may be ſaid to be Firmeand Vnremoueable. If any man beare a re- 
preſentation of the Heanens in his Coat-armonr, whether the ſame have the 
likenefſe of a Solide or Armill Sphere, theymuſt be reduced to this head : of 
this kinde did the famous Arcoimede chooſe for his Denice, who before his 
death, commanded that a Sphere ſhould be ingrauen on his Sepulchre, And 
ſach a bearing is honourable for any great proteſſor of Aſtronomy, not ſuch 
witleſſe wizards and fortunetellersas viſually deceaue the world with their idle 
preditions, but thoſe noble ſpirits, whoſe Egle-ezes ſearch out the true na- 
tures, reuolutious, and properties of thole Supernall Eſſences. 

The regardfull conſideration ofthe Heauens and the Ornaments thereof, 
together with their cerfaineand orderly motions, ſhould mightily moue and 
prouoke vsto raiſe vp our thoughts, from the Joue and contemplation of 
baſe and earth ly obie&s (whercon we vſually doat) to the admiration of his 
vnſpeakeable power, and lone of his incomprehenſible gooaneſſe, who made 
ſuch a wonderfull Architectwre; firſt, to ſerue for our ve in this life, and af- 
terward, to be our blefſed Palaceand Manſion in a better lite, For though 
all creatures demonſtrate the wiſdome of therr wonderfull workmaſter, yet 
the Heancns eſpecially declare his glory, and the Firmament his handy worke : 
which made the godly King Danid, to riſe out of his Bed in the zight, to be- 
hold the Heanens, and thereby to call to minde the peruerlity of May, which 
neuer kcepes the courſe that God preſcribeth, whereas thoſe bodjes though 
void of ſenſe, yet from their firſt creation neuer faulrered in their endleſle | 
tourneies, 

A Starre (which is next to be conlidered after the Heanens ) is a perma- Starres whar, 
nent and conſtant-Efſexce, and the more condenſat or compadted part of the - 
Sphere, wherein it is fixed, tor the illuminating of inferiour bodies : tor albeit it 
be an vſuall diſtin&#1o7, that of Starres ſome are fixed, and ſome are Planetary Fixed, 
or wandring, yet they are indeede all fixed alike,andſerled in one certarne part 
of the 5phere, but in reſpect of our eje, and in reference of their motions 
one to an other, they hane a diuers afpec?, and ſo have gotten a divers name.

prehenſiue then is our hearing. And in regard that Thunder and Zightning 
doe both proceed from one ſelfe-cauſe, they haue in ſuch their imaginaric {t- 
Qion conioined them both vnder one forme, after this manner, 


The Fieldis Azare, Inpiters Thunderbolt in Pale, Or, Thundetbol 
Tnflamed at both ends proper, ſhafted Saltire-wiſe, and 
winged Feſſe-wates, Argent.

The Bearing of Lightning betokeneth 
the effetting of ſome waightie buſineſſe with much 
celeritie and forceablenefle ; becauſe in all ages this

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He beareth Yert,threeFlintftones, Argent,by the name 
of Flint. This Coate is quartered by the Right Honon- 
rable the Earle of Gumberland, The Flintftone 1s an 
ancient Embleme or token vied by great perſons. 10- 
hannes Digionius Earle of Flanders gaue for his Deuicc, 
Tgnitabulum Silicem feriens, a Steele and a Flintſtone, 
which well agreed with his diſpoſition. This Earle 
was taken Priſoner by Baiazeth the Turke, and when 
he ſhould haue beene pur to the ſword, a Phy/iogneo- 
mer, much eſteemed by the T wrke, perſwaded him to 


lethim goe free, ſaying, he foreſaw in him, that when hee came home, hee 
would ſet a great part of Chr;ſtendeme in a:combuſtion ;; as indeed hee did, by 
reaſon of the murder of Zewis, brother ro the French King Charles the (ixth ; 
Franciſcane which his murder, the Fraxciſcaxe Friars did as impiouſly defend, by the ex- 
amples of Zizri killed by Phinees, Holefernes by Tudeth, Siſcra by Tael, and 
the «Egyptian by Moſes, As the like examples are ſtill produced by the traitc- 
rous Partcides of Kings and Princes, ſet on worke by the Grand-Father of ſuch 
holy Treaſons. The laid Earles ſonne, Philippus Bonus, was foumder of the order

Ofall the rare Stones before mentioned, es vie 
in my judgement men haue cauſe to eſteeme the Mifone (though heere wee 
haue placed it amongſt baſer Stones) the moſt precious Stowe of all others ; yer 
I would beloath to wiſh any Zagyto weare ir at her Zare. 
So much of Metals or Mznerals(for I viethe word inthe largeſt ſenſe) that are Minerals y- 
hard and not Zzquefpable ; thereare other alſo which wereckoned to be hardly 4 
Liquefiable, in reſpect of their brittle nature ; ſuch are Alome, Salt, Amber, 
Chalke,&c. but there is no vic of them in Armes. Becauſe in this Chapter I 
hane ſpoken of Precious ſtones, divers of which ate of vie in Heraldry, for 
Blazoning of the Coate-armours of Nobility, (as my ſelfe haue often occaſion 
todoe in ſundry parts of this worke) before I proceed further, I will er down 
thoſe ſeuerall fones, as they anſwer to their ſeucrall Metals and Colours;

to be held Enemies to mankind, whoſoeuer through couctouſneſſe overthrow 
Tillage, as by Tncloſures, and depopulations of Yillages, &e. And how inefti- 
mablea bleſsing Corneis, may by this be conceiued, that no Countrey is faid 
to hauea Famine, ſolongasit hath Core, though all other things be ſcarce:

He beareth Gules, on a Bend Argent, three Rie flalks, 
Sable, by the name Rye, or Reye. Were it, that theſe 
Stalks had beene borne in their proper kinde,it would 
haue beautified the Coate greatly, and made the ſame 


much more commendable for bearing; by how much 


(wyeet and kindly ripened Corne is more valuable and 
co be deſired, then that which is blaſted and mildewde: 
chat being a ſpeciall bleſsing of God, and this the 
expreſſe and manifeſt roken of Gods heauy wrath 
inflited vpon vs for our ſinnes. As appeareth in 


the Prophet Amos, 4.9.7 haue ſmittenyou with Blaſting and Mildewe, &c. And 
likewiſe in Xaggai the ſecond, the ſame words are vſcd. 


The Field is Ermyne, two Flaunches, Azure, each 
charged with three Eares of Wheat, Or, by the name of 
Greyby of Northampton ſhire, It maketh nora little ro 
the commendation of this graine, that it is taken in 
the Scriptures tor the faithful : where it is faid, which 
hathhis Fanne in his hand, and will make cleanehis floorc, 
and gather his wheate into his garner &c. 

Theſe ſorts of Graire, are moſt vſually borne in Coat- 
armour bound vp in ſheefes, and banded of the ſame

was borne by Sir vos, Hatton late Lord Chan- 

cellor of England, Counſellour to that Peereleſſe Luecne 
Elizabeth of immortall memorie: a Coat well befitting his magmficencie and boun- 
teows hoſpitalitie, wherein he hath ſcarce had any Riwalleuer lince,

the firſt, by the name of Yernon, This is an ancient * F< 
Familie of Cheſhire, and deſcended of the worthy 
Stemme of Yernons that were Barons of Shipbrooke, 
anddoe beare theſe Garbes for a difference from the 
elder Houſe thatdid beare Or, onely a Feſſe Azure, 
Andthe reaſon of the bearing of their Garbes was, for 
that they would make knowenthat they were deſcen-

armours, whoſe fields haue no Tincure predominating, But to returne to 
the humor of Blood (from which we haue vpon occaſion hitherto digreſſed) 
itis infallible that there is no Animallor huing creature, but hath in it, cither 
blood or ſome other kind of hote humor in quality like therunto. Anmae- 
nim cuiuſque animalis eſt in ſanguine, Leu. 17. And the generallrecciued opi- 
nionis, that the life of all things doth conliſt, in calido &+ humide, which is 
the temperature of blood, or of that humor that ſcrueth in ſtead of blood ro 
nouriſhand preſerue life. 

Thele Humors before mentioned, in reſpe& of their moiſt and fluent na- 
ture, doe ſtand in need of ſome other thing to contajine them : and ſuch 
containing parts, are either the outmoſt includer which 1s the Skinne ( of which 
we hauealready ſpoken in the F#r/t Section, where we intreated of Farres) or 
the whole bog it lelfe, withthe {cucral] members and parts thereof; all which 
becaule they nced their ſupports, thoſe we will firſt ſpeake of, and ſo deſcend 
vnto the whole bearings and parts. 

Parts of ſupport whercof we haue vie in Armes, are thoſe ſolide ſubſtances 
which (uſtaine the body, viz. the Bones, whereby the bedy is not onely vi- 
derpropped, bur allo carried from p1ace to place, by helpe of their bgatures 
and $inowes. Of the vic of theſe in Coate-armour, you {hall have examplesin ' 
theſe Eſcocheons next following.

I doegiuethis forme of blazon hereunto, becauſe the 
firſt lieth neercr to the Freld then the other doth, 
for they cannot be properly ſaid to bee a Croſſe of 
bones, becaule they be not incorporated one with a- 
nother, bur are dividedly ſeuered by interpoling 
the purflings. 


He beareth Sable, two Shinne bones Saltirewaies,the 
ſmiſter ſurmounted of the dexter. To this Coate-ar- 
monr I giuc the blaſon vſed in the tormer for the rea- 
ſon beforedeliuered. Concerning bones, leſs Syrach 
recording the fame and vertues of 79/aa, Caleb, and 
Samnel, (aieth, Let their bones flouriſh out of their place, 
and their names by ſucceſsion remaine to them that are moſs 
famons of their children. Eccle(. 46.12. And though 
they ſeeme, like the withered bones in Ezechiels viſt 
on, yetſhallchey reuiueagaine by vertue and power 
of him , who died onthe Crofle, and of whom it was ſaid, Not a bone of hins 
ſpall be broken. Thus in bricfe you ſce the vſe of theſe parts of ſupport.

By this rude draught of God and Natures admirable Method, you may con- 
ceiue the naturall dignitie of thoſe creatures, as often as they fhall 'occurre in _ 
Armorie. Butas Arthath notalwaiesthe ſame exd which Nature hath, (be- Piuers ends 
cauſe the one intendeth the being, the other the knowing of thing} id is not ogg 
the Method of both alwaies alike in attaining their ends : for Natures proceſle* 
is 4 ſimplicibus ad compoſita,from the ſingle parts to the whole,whereas Artdefcen- 
deth from the compounds tothe /imples-: in imitation whereof, w#Thall in this 


our progreſſe, follow this courle;thar firſt euery whole bearing of any Animall 
Q 2 ſhall 
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© ſhall precede, andthenſuch parts and members thereof as viuaily are borne ; 
ORs. for ſo every one that firſt hath ſeene the whole, will diſcerne the parts the bet- 
tobeefirſt ter, whereas he that ſcerth a part (hauing neuer ſeene the whole) knoweth not 
knowen, whereof it is apart. 

Neither muſt we heere preciſely eſteeme the worth of euery bearing by this 
order of Nature, becauſe Art doth ſometimes ſtampe a pecnliar note of dig- 
nitie, for ſome particular reſpe&, as for ſome eſpeciall v/e, qualitie, or action 

Twofold inthethings. And this digmitie or nobilitie may hauea twofold relation, the 
dignitie. gne betwixt Animals of diuers kindes, as a Lion and a Spariel, a Wolfe and a 
Lambe ; the other betwixt things of one kinde, as whelpes of one litter, where- 
of yet one may be nobler then the other, as the one will run to the Chaſe, the 
other to the Pottage Pot. And foraſmuch as the liuing things before mentio- 
ncd, as well vegetable as ſenſitine, haue their peculiar vertues worthy imitation, 
as alſo their particular vicesto be eſchewed, and that ir is a chiefe glorie to 
Gemtlemen of Coat-armour, to haue their vertues diſplaied vnder the types and 
formes of (uch things as they beare ; it is to be wiſhed that each one of them 
would conſiderately examine the commendable properties of ſuch ſignihcant 
tokens as they doe beare,and doe his beſt to manifeſt to the wor/dthar he harh 
i the like in himſelfe : for it is rather a diſhonor then a praiſe fora man to beare 
a Lion on his Shield, if he beare a Sheepe in his Heart, or a Gooſe in his Braine : 
being therin like thoſe Ships which beare the names of Dread-nought, Vidtory, 
” andthelike, though ſometimes it ſpeed with them contrary to their T :tles. 
A true generogs mind will endeuour that for his /e{fe-vertues he may be cſtce- 
med, and notinſiſt only vpon the fame and merits of his Progexitoxrs, the 
praiſe whereofis due to them, and notto him : 
Nam Genus, & Proanos, & que non fecimus ipfi, 
Vix ea noſtravoco. —— 
Great Birth, and Bloud, and Aunc:ſtors high worth, 
Call them not thine, but what thy ſelfe bring# forth. | 
And now we will proceede to ſome particular precepts,concerning things 
Senſitiue borne in Coat-eArmour. Whercin firſt obſeruc, that all ſorts of e4ni- 
mals borne in Armes, or Enſignes, muſt in Blazonmng be interpreted in the beſt 
ſenſe ; that1s,according to their moſt Generous _ noble 2ualtties, and ſo to 
the greateſt honour of their Bearers. For example: the Fox is full of wit, and. 
withall giucn wholly to Filching for his pray : Ifthen this be the Charge of an 
Eſcocheon; we mult conceiue the qualitie js = 9 to be his wit and cunning, 
Rulez. butnothis 46028, By Stealing, and lo of all other. All Beafts of Savage and 
fierce nature, muſt be figured and ſet foorth in their Moſt nobleand Fierce atts- 
on ; as a Lion Eretted bolt vpright, his Mouth wide open, his clawes extended 
(as ifhee were prepared to rent and teare ;) for with his Tecthand clawes hee 
doth exerciſe his fierccnefle : Tn this forme he is ſaid to poſſefſe his Yigor and 
Rule 3. Courage;and being thus formed, he is ſaid to be Rampand. A Leopardor IWolfe, 
muſt be pourtraicd going (as it were) Pedetentime ſtep by ſtep ; which forme.

regard they benot borne properly : for there are as good and honourable in- 
tendmentrs in theſeas in them, data paritate geſtantium, if they bee as ancient as 

the former, and their Bearers of equall eſtate and dignitie ; which is not the leaſt * cheefe re- 
reſpe& that muſt be holden in the eſteeme of Coat-Armour, Luia Arma nobi. *** 
litatem ſumunt a perſona geſtantis : Armes are honoured by the Bearers. And 
ſometimes the variation from the propertie may be of purpoſe to repreſent 

ſome other qualitie, which may be no leſſe honourable then « roper. Belides, Note,

So is the Bearing of the Zion chieflic eſteemed with vs in 

Fxeland, becauſe he is borne by his Mateſtie, for the Roiall Enſigne of his High- 

neſſe Imperiall Soucraigntie ouer vs : Sois the Bearing the Fagle eſteemed a- 

monefſt the Germans : and in like ſort the Flower-de-lice amongſt the French- 

men.

isto ſay, varying from their Naturall colour) areto be eſteemed more worthy 

of Bearing in Coat-Armonr then either Fiſhes or Fowlesare, in regard they do 
containe in them more worthieand commendable Significations of Nobiitie.

For 
thelereſpes, the degenerate brood of Zens are called in Latine, mbelles _—_ dy , 
Leones, that is, Heartleſſe or Cowardly Lions ; whereas the tree Lion is termed 
in Larine, Generoſus Leo, Luia generoſum eſt quod a natura ſua non detenerauit : 
T hat is generous which degenerateth not from his kinde : by which reaſon, a man 
of noble deſcent, and ignoble conditions, is not truly generous, becauſe hee dege- 
nerateth trom the vertues of his Anceſtors. , 
Lions, Beares,lWolues,and other Beaſts of rauening kinde,when they are borne Rule r. 
in Armes feeding, you mult terme them in Blazon, Raprng, and tell whereon. 
Toall Beaſts of prey, Nature hath alsigned Teethand Tallons of crooked ſhape, 
and therewithai] of great ſharpneſſe, io the end they may ſtrongly ſeize vpon 
and aeterne their Prey, and ſpeedily rend and diuide the ſame. And therefore 
in Blazoning of Beaſts of this kinde,you muſt not omit to mention their Teeth Rule 3, 
and Talloxs,which are their only Armour: for by them they are diſtinguiſhed 
from thoſe tame and harmeleſſe beaſts, that haue their Teeth knocked our, and 
their XN ailes pared ſo necre to the quicke, as that they can neither bite nor 
ſeratchwich much harme. Thoſe Tecthand Tallonsare cucrmore in Coat-ar- 
mours made of a different colour from the bodjes of the Beaſts: and therefore in 
Blazoning of Beaſts of this kinde, when you ſpeake of their Teeth or Tallons, 
you ſhall ſay they are thus or thus Armed. So likewiſe if you ſpeake of their 
T ongues, you ſhall ſay they are thus or thus Zangued. 
The L:0z (faith Ypton) palsing thorow ſtonie places, doth contract his Propertie of 
T allons within his fleth, and ſo walketh on his feer, as if hee had no T allons at Bealts of Ra- 
all, keeping them wn" choicely, leſt hee ſhould dull and blunt their *'"** 
ſharpneſſe, and ſo becomeleſle able to attach and rend his Prey. And this pro- 
pertie ſcemeth not to be peculiar to the Lz9», but common to all Beef of 
2—_ : as Plinyaſcribeth the ſame propertie to Leopards, Panthers, and ſuch 
other, as well as to the Zzopr. | 
Not only Lions, but alſo all other Beaſ?s of rauenous kinde, (according to Defettiue 
Bekenhawb) doe bring forth their young in ſome part arfeitiue ; as Ziops doe pen 
produce their whelpes dead, Dogges bring them forth blinde, Beares deformed x "ay , 
and /bapeleſſe, &c. For Nature would not they ſhould arraine perfection in the Naures 
wombe, in regard of the ſafety of their Damme} leſt in their produttion they ws. y | 
ſhould ſpoile and rent her wombe by their Teethand T allons. ; 
Other more particular Rules there arc concerning the diuers kindes and pe- Other Rules 
culiar a&710ns of Beaſts of Rapine, which ſhall follow in their more conuenient elſevhere. 
places. In themeane time, let vs proceed to Examples that may giue life and 
approbation to thoſe premiſed Rules : Precepta enim quantum bona & con- 
cinna, mortua ſunt mſiipſe auditor vars exemplis ea percipiat : Good and fit precepts 
ar: but dead, wnleſſe examples gine them life.

TheTiger may well take place next to the Zi- 
0n, it beinga beaſt of great cruelty and incomparable 
ſwiftneſſe, whence ſome thinkethe Riuer Tigris had his name. Some report 
that thoſe who rob this beaſt of her yopp, vie a policy to detaine their Damme 
from following them, by caſting ſundry Logking-glaſſesin the way, whercat 
ſhee vſeth long to gaze, whether it be to behold her owne beauty,or becauſe 
when ſhe ſeerh her ſhape inthe Glaſſe,ſhee thinketh ſhee ſeeth one of her yonge 
onesand fo they eſcape the ſwiftneſſe of her purſute. And thus are many de- 


cciued of the ſubſtance, whiles they are much buſied about the ſhadowes.

The Shee Beare is moſt cruelly inra- 
ged againſt any that ſhall hurt her yoxg, or diſpoile 
herofthem: as the Scripture faith, in ſetting forth the fierce anger of the 
Lord, that he will meete 4 is aduerſaries,as a Beare robbed MA her whelps. Which 
teacheth vs how carcfull Nature would haue vs to bee of the weltare of our 
children, {ith fo craell beaſts are ſo tender harted in this kind.

| Domeſticall and Sociable, as Dogges of all ſorts, of. which I will 
firſt intreat ; becauſe the Dogge, whether it be for pleaſure and 
Game in field, or for thrift and garde at home, deleructh a verie high eſtimation ; 
and of all Dogges, thole of Chaſe, are moſt in vie in Armory ; whercot ſome 
proſecute their prey ſpeedilie, others, more leiſurably ; of the firſt ſortis the 
Greyhound,as in Example.

leth them, Sagaces canes, becauſe of their tender and 
quicke ſent ; and both theſcand the Grey-hound arc 
called Canes venatici, Dog ges for the Chaſe. 


Hee beareth Azure, aT albotte Paſſant, Argent, by 
the name of Burgoizne. Itisa generall obſcruarion, 
that there is ſcarſe any Yertme incident to a man, bur 
there are ſingular Sparkes and reſemblances of the 
ſame intheſundry kinds of Dogs:For ſome are ſo cou- 
ragious, as if they be in the encounter, you may cutte 
offa Legge or any lmme before they will let goe their 
Holafaft : in which kind the Enghfh CM aſtiffe hath 
higheſt praiſe ; inſomuch that Hz/tories report, that 
the Romans tooke eMaſtiffes hence, to carie in their 
Armies in ſtead of Souldiers : Some others haue beene ſo T ruſtic and louing to 
their Maſters, as being by error loſt, they haue refuſed mear, though it were 
to thedeath, till they ſaw their Maſters againe. For their admirable Propertic, 
in finding any thing that is loſt, in fetching any thing thev arc inioyned, in 
purſuing any man by the ſent of his Foote after hee is Fled ; it requireth a 
Naturaliſts large diſcourſe, rather then the touctrof a Heralds pencill.

This Beaſt hath his name, Scinrs, or Scurrell, by rea- 
ſon of the largeneſle of his T azile, which ſhadoweth all 
his bodie : And 1s therein like one, who carcfullie 
WU keeping the loueand affetion of his Followers and 
* Retayners, is (ure they will ſtick ro him, prote&tand 
ms himintimeof need: To whom thoſe Y illaines 
(mentionedin the Roman Hiſtorie)were much vnlike, 
who betrayed their Proſcribed Lords, flying ro them 
for Shelter and ſecret Conerture : And ſucha one was the faithleiſe Cartiſman- 
dua, to whom our renowned Britiſh King Caradtacrs, flying to hide himſelfe, 
till hee might gather his forces rogether againſt the Romays, ſhe bctraied him 
vnto his foes, to the ruine of this Xingdome : that Infamous Lucene, had not 
Caudam Sciurt, a Squirrels ſhadowing T ayle ; but Caudam Draconts, Fierie and 
VENEONS. 

To theſe muſt be added all other fourefooted beafts that are prouident in 
acquiring their food, as the Hedghog, and ſuch other. Ir reſteth thar I ſhould 
now giue example of the laſt ſorr of beaſts, among them of ſauage kinde be- 
foreſpoken of, which are thoſe of timorous and fearetull nature, Such are 
cheſe that follow and their like. 


Hee beareth Argent, three Conies Sable, by the 
name of Stroode. Cones arc bred in moſt Conntreies, 
butinfew are they ſo plentitull as in Ezgland. A- 
mongſt the Baleares they were ſo abundant as that 
the people made ſure to Auguſtus to grant them a 
militarie company of Pers to deſtroy them. Of 
this lttlebeaf i ſcemeth that men firſt learncd the 
Art of vndermining and ſubuerting of Cites, Caſtles 
and T owres, by the induſtry of Pioners. 


He beareth Gules, three Conies Seiant, within a Boy- 
dure Ingrailed \ Argent, by the name of Conisbje. 
Thoughzatare hath not giuen theſe timorows kinds of 
beaſts, (uch craftor ſtrength as to the former ; yet are 
they not deſtitute of their ſuccours, in that they haue 
their ſtrong Caſtles and habitations in the earth, and 
theirfood ener growing ſo nigh them,that they nced 
not put themſelues into danger except they lilt.

Thenature Of noble raceand homebred. For ſuch is the naturall property of the Graſhopper, 

of the Graf. that in whart ſozle he 1s bred, 1n the ſame hee will /ueand die, for they change 

hopper. nottheir place, norhunt after ew habitations. Heereupon eAntiſthenes,tooke 
occaſion ro {coftc at the Athenians, laying, that in this property they did com- 
municate with T artorſes and Cockles, borne and liuing in the ſame ſhels. S alo- 
mon reckoneth the Graſhopper tor one of the foure ſmall things in the earth that 
arc tull of W:/dome, ſaying, The Graſhopper hath no King, yet goe they footh all by 
bands. 

There are other of this kind, whoſe winesareleſle manifeſt then the Graf-

ſing for 10y, which they neuer doe in their young 
daies. In which reſpe&, as allo for his whiteneſſe (the 
color of ſizceritie)he was by the Ancients called Apolloes 
Bird, becauſe thoſe that arelearned, know beſt how 
to contemne this bf, and to 4zewith rcſolution and 

haue ſinceritie and puritie joined 


with it, but not ſuchas is in ſhew only and outward ; for therein indeede the 
Swans puritie 5 t00 Puritanical,in that in his feathers and outward ap pearance 
he isall white, but inwardly his body and fleſh is very blacke.

And notwithſtanding 
that ſuch bearing be not agreeable to nature, yer (faith 
he) if it were either as Arcient, or borne by fo great 
an E/tate(in regard of the Armory)it holdeth compariſon with the Coat of Ce- 
ſar which is Oran Eagle diſplaied, with rwo weeks, Sable, as farre diſſenting 
from Nature, ſince itis monſtrous for oxe body to have two heads.

Sacrificall and Imperial, {in which reſpe& I haue gi- 
uen it this yew-corzed forme of blazon : ) for in anci- 
ent times, Emperours and Kings were allo Prieſts,T an- 
ta eft Sacerdotalis dignitas, &.((aith Caſſa.) lo greatis 
the Prieſtly dignity, that in the glorious tumes of the 
Romans no man might be Emperour or King, but he was to bee allo a Prieſt 
and thence arethey inſtiled in their Coles, Imperatores & Pontifices Maxim ; 
whence we may ſeethart the originall was meerely Heathensſb of the Popes vſur- 

ation, of that title Pontifex Maximus; ſurely he cou!'d find in his heartallo to 
ſtile himſelfe 7mperator Maximus ; for that high command hce challengeth 
ouer all Emperoursand Kings. And though this be now the Erſigne of the Em- 
pire,yet itis rather 1n poſſe(sion of the v/urpimg Papacy. 


The Field is Mars, A Crowne Imperiall, Sol. This is 
called an 7mperiall Crowne, in regard of the Imperial 
Iuriſdiition and Prerogatiues, that an abſolute King (to 
whom ſuch a Crowne 4s due) hath within his king- 
dome.

| and alſo by common conſent of beſt approucd Heralds, to haue the precc- 

dency of all worldly profeſiions whatſoeuer ; and this C eleſtiall Science trending 

to the eternall happines of the Sowle, is accompanied with two other Faculties 

of great eſtceme (though inferiour to the former ) which are, Phyſicke, and 

Law ; the onereſpeing the good of our Boay, (and therefore worthily to 

haue the next place aſter our Soxles) the other tending to our outward eſtates 

of fortunc, which arc not to be negleed of the wiſeſt.

Dioge- 
es (who for his taunting and crabbed Quips did me- 
rit the ſurname of Cynicws) not without cauſe vſced to 
raxe Muſicians in this, that they could skilfully tune 
and accord the ſtrings of their 17ſiruments, but had 
the affeftions of their minde diſproportionable and 
farre out of frame. Vnderthele will I comprehend all 
other ſorts of ſtringed 77ſfruments whatſoever. And 
now will proceed to Aſfronomicall examples.

In the firſt ranke of theſe 7Iberals,realon exatts, that Agriculture ſhauld ha 
precedence, it being the chiefe Nourice of mans life, and hath in the times 
the ancient Rowares, beenc eſteemed an eſtate not vnbefitting their greate 
Didtatorsand Princes : and it was deuiſed and put in practiſe ſooge after the 
Creation, as appeareth in the Text, whereit is ſaid, Habel Paſtor Gregis, Kayn 
wero Agricola; for heere we vnderltand not onely Tillage, but alſo Paſtorage, 
Fintage,and all kinde of incrcaſe of Beaſts, or fruits for tood, vnder this name 
of Husbandrie.Many are the In/truments pertaining to Husbanaric;l will make 
choice of ſome of the chiefeſt, and of moſt frequent vie in Coat-armour.

Tx then tothe — ſupply of hwmarc vies ; yea ſome of them 
ſuch as are rather baztesto pleaſe the ſenſes, then means to further mans good. 
Yer becauſe the cuſtome of times, and opinion of men, and a certaine curi- 


ous and affetted skill hath giuen eſteeme and name of 4+; vnto ſuch fi per- 


ſtuous curioſities, we will nor vtrerly paſſe them by ; the reather, becauſe 
all ofthem being vſed with moderation, by vnderſtanding met;and for good 
ends, they may deſeruedly haue both approbation and commendation. The 
firſt of theſe, is the skill of Cookery, for the exquiſit pleaſing of the Palate: vn- 
to which kind of men, ſome haue beene fo addicted, thar it is ſtoried of a 
certaine Prince,that he propoſed a greatreward,to eucry man, that ſhould in- 
uent a new conceited Dil : And the Sybarites, were famous in this kind, who 
bid their gueſts a yeare before the Feaſt,and {o long were catering for dainties. 
It is a Prouerb amongſt the ewes : Oni 'miultiplicat carnes, multiplicat vermes : 
and moſt true is it; that he that daily fecdeth his body,is but a Cooketo dreſſe- 
meat for wormes. a+ - Caring, and Imbroidering, ſerve to pleaſe an 
other ſenſe, the Sight, and therefore is a more ingetuous delight : and in this 
kind ſome haue beene ſo excellent and tenouned, as that they haue beene 
numbred amongſt men of admirable wiſdome ; as eApelles, Phidias, Polysletus, 
and others, whole works haue deſericd ithmorrtall reputation, and ſome of 
cheir 44aſter-peeceshaue beene priſed beyond beliefe, All theſe haue ſundry. 
Inſtruments, which may be (and doubtles hate beene) borne in Caat armour; 
but becauſe they are not vſuall I willreferre them to each mans owne obſer- 
uation; and will giue inſtance inthe laſt of this kind of Arts of delight, which 
wecall, laying ; which com prehendeth either T heatricall recreation, or other 
Games whatlocucr, | 

And foraſmuch as their fir inſtitution was good,and that they are in them- 
ſelues the commendable excrciles, either ofthe body, or of wit and innention; 
and if there bein them any ewll, it is not inthem pey ſe, but per Accidens , be- 
cauſe they areabuſed by thoſe that doe prattiſe and exerciſe them ; [ haue 
thought good toannexe them vnto the ſame : ſuch are Tables-playing, Cheſſe, 
' Dice, Racket, Balloone, &c. The things wherewith theſe Games are praftiſed, 
arc borne in Coat.armonr, as by theſe examples following may appeare.

The valiant Ziſca, being ſtarke blinde, yer ſitting inthe middeſt of his 4r- 
mic, whiles they were inany pitched Field with the Enemies, gauec ſuch dire- 
ions vpon all occaſions, as that his Armie was euer Yidtorious. And Caeſar 
was in this kind ſo fortunate, that he fought fifty pitched Fields with honour 
wherin he alone ſurpaſſcd the valorous Marews Marcellus,who is ſaid to haue 
been fourty rimes ſaue one inthe Field. And requilitis it in matters of fo high 
nature,as are decided by warres, an exquilitcare both in dirci#ing and obeying, 
ſhould be obſerued, becauſe it hath often happened,that the negle& or miſta- 
king of ſome one (mall circumſtance, hath beene the overthrow of whole e4r- 
mies.and al the States thereon depending. We will therefore firſt beginne with

res,and minores.For Franc.de Reſiers mentioning the Charter of Charles the (e- jy hr 
cond Duke of Lorraine to the Abby of Belprey, 4nns.1420.he ſaith concerning Lothering., ? 
the Seale thereof, Portat in Tymbre Aquilam cum Paludamento Ducaliz whereby («17- 
we may probably gather that Dukes in thoſe daies, and in that place, had a 
different forme of manteling from perſons of inferior degrees : Bur in theſe 
things,cach nation for the moſt part, hath ſome cuſtome peculiar to ir ſelfe, 

Rodolph Duke of Lorraigne,lonne of Frederick the third, was the firſt chat 
bare his Armes Tymbered,as the ſame Author afhrmeth;faying, His Princeps 

Fuit primus qui portauit Arma cum Galea Tymbrats,vt patet in literis eius &1 alio- 

rum ducum : But I ſuppoſe the generality of theſe words muſt be reftrained to 

that particular place. For wolf. Lazis ſeemeth to affirme that ſucha forme of 
bearing hath beenanciently vied amongſt the Rowans; where he ſaith, 4:4, ; 
hattenus de Criſtis quas in maiorum noſtrorum inſignibus magis ad Romanam ſine- -—o_—_ 
litudinem accedere arbitror ſiea cum pitFuranoſtra in frontiſpicis operis contuleris. © 

Neither hath this habit eſcaped Transformation, but hath paſſed through 
the forge of phanaticallconceir, (aſwell as thoſe Hclmets before handled) inſo- 
much as(belides the bare name)there remaincth neither ſhape nor ſhadow of a 
Mantle : For how can it be imagined thata piece of cloth or of whatſoeuer 
other ſtuffe,that is iagged and frownced afrerthe manner of our now com- 
mon-receiued Mantelings vicd torthe adorning of atchievements,being impo- 
ſed vponthe ſhoulders of aman,ſhould ſerue him roany of the purpoſes for 
which Mantcls were ordained?So that theſe being compared wh thoſe, may 
be more fitly termed, flouriſhings then Mantelings. 

But as they are vſcd in atchiewements, whether you call them mantel or flou- 
riſhings,they arc euermore ſaid in Blazon to be doubled, that is, lined through- yabiesin 
out with ſome one of the Furres before handled in the firſt SeiZion of this blazoncalled 
worke,aſwell of thoſe Furres that doe conſift of more colours then one,as of Tublings. 
thoſe thar be /ino/e and vnmixt. For ſo the Romans vied to weare their Cloakes 
or maptles lined throughout, ſometimes with one coloured furre, and _— 
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Robes furred whiles with furres of variable colours whereof they were called Depiite pen- 
with divers ,,zLe: of which later fort Alex.ab lex ſpeak faying,T amerſi legamus Calrgu- 
Alex. ab lamaepiit as pennulas ſepe induiſſe ; and Lazins, Pennula pitta laſciuioris vit e im- 
— * peratoribus in vu fuit : whereot he giueth an inſtance out of 7ranquillus,who

l;b.8.incom- Theſe were called depitFe pennule, becaule of the variety of the coloured 
men kins wherewirh they were furred or lined, which madea ſhew as if thoſe 
Why called doublings or linings had beerrpainted. Some of thoſe dowblingsare of rare vie 
pennule pifte. ar theſe daies, which hauc been more frequent in former times; as I find in 
the Church of Grazeneſt in the Countie of Bedford in a window,a mantle Sable 
doubled verry Argent and Azure. | 
Cogniſance  Nextto the mantle the Cogniſance doth arrogate the higheſt place, and is 
howplaced. ſeated vpon the moſt eminent part of the helmez, but yer 1o as that it admir- 
teth an 1nterpolition of ſome Eſcroll, Wreath, Chapeau,Crowne, &c. Andit is 
called a Cogniſance a cognoſcendo, becauſe by them ſuch perſons as do weare 
them are manifeſtly known whole ſeruarts they are. They are alſo called 
PIN ey wag ofthe Latine word Criffa,which {tgnifieth a Comb or Tuft, ſuch 9s ma- 
led crite, ny birds have vpon their heades,as the Peacock, Lapwing, Lark, Heath-cock, Fe- 
ſant, Ruſt-cock,&c. And as thoſe do occupy the higheſt parr of the heads of 
theſe fowles,ſo do theſe Cogni/ances or Creaſts hold the moſt perſpicuous place 
of the helmet,as by examples following ſhall appeare in their due place. 
a z Cancerning the vſe of theſe Cogniſances or Creaſts amongſt the Romans, La-

varietyof - Butthatthe wearing of ſuch Creaſts,was common to other Nations as well 
Creſts, as the Romans, Alex.ab Alex.ſhewerh,athirming that the Abnaines and rhe Cym- 
brians ved helmets wrought abour with the ſhapes of hideous gaping Ani- 
mals.The Carians had Ruft-cocks. for their creſts. Alexander Magnus did cnui- 
ron his heme with a gallant plume of purcit white. 

' The Galatiansbare ſometimes hornes, and otherwhiles the ſhapes of living 
me _ * things. The T roians, Myfians and Thracians bare vpon their brazen helmets the 
Myfians, earesand hornes ofan Ox.Among(t the reſt(faith he)that of Courdius the Cen- 
Thraciavs. .tujon which he vicdin the batrell that he hadagainſt the Aeſians,was holden 

robe admirable ; for that he bare vpon his helmet a Cup, that one while did 
flaſh out flames of fire, and otherwhiles would ſuck them in, Many more cx- 
amples could I giue to prouc aſwell the antiquity as the generall vſe of 
Creſts;but holding this to be ſufhcient, I will now proceed to giuc examples 
of things thatare interpoſed between the Mantle and the Creſt ; beginning 
with thoſe of inferior reckoning,and fo to thoſe of better worth and cſtima- 
tion, 
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Jr may (ceme an inueterate 
. and ouerworne faſhion in this Se wp 
age to beare a Creſf vpon an 
 Eſcroll made of this or ſome 
other like manner;but how ab- 
| \ ſolere ſocuer the ſame may be 
thought, Ger. Zeighdoth confidently affirme, that both in the time of King 
Henry the fift and long after,no man had his Badge ſet on a wreath vnder the 
degree ofa Knight: But howſocuer time and v/urpation concurring with pre- 
ſcription,hath ſo much preuailed, as that ic will be a matter ofgrear difficultie 
ro reduce mento that forme of bearing ſo long negle&ted,yer may you obſerue 
thar our moſt noble Prince of ales himſelfe to this day thus beareth his badge.

This is an ancient ornament of the head, and 
mach in vie with the Twrks and Saracens. A- 
monegſt all the interpoſitions before mentioned 
that are placed between the Mantle and the 
creſt, there is none of ſo frequent vſe as this; 
which ſometimes is called in Blazoy a Wreath, 
becaule it is made of two coloured Silkes, or moe wreathed together ; ſome- 
times alſo a Torce, for the ſame cauſe : Nempe quia torquetur, becaule it is 
wound or twiſted. The mixture of the Colours of this Wreath, is moſt viually 
taken from the <Hetall or Colours contained in the paternall Coat of the bea- 
rer. For the orderly making of this wreath, Leigh aſcribeth this Rule, vis. 
That you muſt evermore begin with the cMezalland cnd with the Colour. 


Rule, 


This kind of Head-tire is called a Cap of dignity; Cap ofdig- 
which Cap (faith Caſſaneus) Dukes accuſtomed vity. 
ro weare in token of excellency, becaule they 
had a more worthy gouernement then other 
Subie&s. Alſo they viedto weare the ſame in 
token of Freedome : 2uia debent eſſe magis libers 
apud Principem ſupremum quam eAlg. T his Cappe 
muſt be of Scarlet colour, Mi the lining or doubling thereof Ermine. Some 
doe boldy affirme(faith Sr. 79hn Ferne) that alwell the Exrleand M arqueſſe as 
a Duke may adorne his head with this Chapeas or Cappe,cuen by the ſame rea- 
ſon and cuſtome that they doe challenge to weare their Coronerts, becauſe 
this Cappeas allo their Crownesare allowed them, not onely fora declaration 
of their Princely dignities and degrees, but withall for tokens and teſtimonies 
of triumph and vi&ory. For the wearing ofthe Cap had a beginning from the 
Duke or Generallof an «Army, who having gotten viftory cauſed the chiefeſt 
of the ſubduede nemies whom hElead Capriue to follow him in his triumph, 
bearing his Cappe or Hat after him in token of ſubieftion and capriniry. 


Albeit thcre are diuers others ſorts of Crownes more v- cn forts 
ſually borne interpoſed between the Mantleand the Creft, NTIOen 
yet becauſe this is ſometimes pur to like vie, and that ir is 
of all the reſt the chiefeſt, I haue ſeleRed this as an exam-

By ſuch as are peculiar, meane thoſe that are appropriate 
to perſons hauing Soxcrazgne Turiſdiction, and to luch as we 
called Nobiles matores, of which Ranckea Banneret, or (as ſome 
call them) a Bareret 15 the loweſt. Theſe haue their name of a Banner : tor 
vnto them it was granted in remuneration of thcir approucd valor ih Mlita- 
ry ſeruices to beare a [quare Barper, atter the cuſtome of Barons; and there- 
"£4 are called Knights Barnnerets; As MF.

erant, quibus indituns nomen a vexillo, conceſſum enim crat illis militaris virtutis er- 
20 quadrato vexillo perinde ac Barones vtt, unde &+ Equites vexillarij a nonnul- 
lis vocantur, &c. This order of Knighthood, was much eſteemed for the ho- 
nour recciued inthe Field tor Military ſeruice, with great ſolemnity vnder the 
Banner Royalldiſplaied in the preſence of the Soveraigne : and this hath been 
reputed a middle degree betwixt Nobiles Matores & AHinores : but of this 
dignity none hath beene knowne aliue in England, ſince Sir Kalfe Sadler, &>c. 
Buramongſt the particular@rnaments belonging to the Coat-armors of perlons 
hauing either Supreame or 7nferier dignity,there are ſome that do ennirone the 
Coatarmor round about, and doe chiefly belong to perſons exerciling Souc- 
raizne Turiſdiction and to {uch others, as they out of their ſpeciall fauour ſhall 
comunicatethe ſame vnro,by aſſociating them into the fellowſhip of their 0r- 
ders. Sucharethe moſt honourable 0rder of the Garter, the Orders of the Gol- 
den fleece of Saint Michael, of the eAnnuntiation : of all which Maſter Segar 
now Garter King at Armes,hath written ſo learnedly, that to his works I muſt 
againe referre the Reader for ſatisfaftion therein ; the diſcourſe thereof be- 
ing altogether impertinentto my intended purpole in this preſent worke.

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Yer hcere you muſt obſerue, thata man being admitred into the Society Note" 
and Fraternity ot ay two of the Honourable Orders before mentioned, he may 
in ſetting forth his Atchiuement adorne the ſame with the chiefe Ornements or 
Collars of both theſe Orders whereothe is ele&ted and admitted a fellow and 
companion, by placing one'of the Ornaments next to his Shueld, and theother 
without the lame. In ſuch manerdid the moſt high and mighty Lord Thomas 
Duke of Norfolke and Earle <3! ar ſpall of England, bearc thechiefe Ornaments 
of the Grders of the Gagter and of Saint Adichael. - 541 

Burt-leauing thoſe peculiar 0r7apents of Soperargnes or others, I returne to Thomas 
thoſe that are communicable (by a certaine right)atwell to thoſe called Nobules Duke of 
mujores, as tO Souerargnes.

And theſe Cotiſes haue their name agreeable to the thing whoſe quality coniſes 
they repreſent, andare ſo called (as we elſewhere ſhewed), of Coſts, rhe Rib, whenee de- 
either of Manor Beaſt : forit is properto the Rb to incloſe the Zntrailes of 
things 4nimal, and to adde forme and faſhion tothe body 3 in like manner

An other ornament there is cxternally annexed to Coat-armonr, and that is 
the Motto, or Word ; which is the Invention or Conceit of the Bearer, ſuccin- 
ly and ſignificantly contrived (forthe moſt part) inthree or foure Words, 
which are (ct in ſome Scrole or Compartement, placed viually at the foot of the 
Eſcocheon : and as it holdeth the lowelt place, ſo is it the laſt in b/azoning.

Now as touching the Blazoning of theſe Ornamens exteriorly annexed to Blazonof 
any Coat-armonr,it is to beconlidered that we are not tied to that ſtri&tobſcr- Achiuements 
uation in them as inthe blazoning of things borne within the Eſcecheon ; for 
theſe are the Eſſential parts of Coats, and thoſe meerely Accidentall. For the

This laſt is it we heere chiefly meddle with ; not that wercie& the two for- 
mer, but that we ſup 99s weliue in ſuch a ſtate where the two firſt kindes of 
Nobility are rewarded with the laſt kinde, and thereby made more #lluſtrious. 
The comon phraſe of foraine Nations is different form ours, concerning the 
Titles of men of reputation: they eſteeming euery man Noble, which hath an 
excellency remarkeable,aboue others; (ſo faith Tudocus Chithouins, Nobilitas 
eſt generis, velalterius rei excellentia ac dignitas: ) whereas we Engliſh, repute 
none Noble vnder the degree of a Baron; and with them Generoſas is a greater 
title then Vobzles, whereas with vs itis much inferiour. Thetruth is, that the 
two titles of Nobility and Gentry are of cquall eſtecme in the vie of Heraldry, 
chough cuſtome hath equally diuided them,and applicd the firſt to Gentry 
of the higheſt degree, and the later to Noblesofthe loweſt rancke. 
Diltintor- Andamongſt theſeGentlewen of low note there are alſo ſundry0rders,as ſome 
ity. by bloed,ſome by office, ſome by poſſeſiions,lome by ſacred Academicall dignity; 
al which come not within the verge of this our purpoſe, till the Szate hath ho- 
nored them with the bearing of Coat-armours, as the Enſienes of their worth. 
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This Atchinement pertaineth tothe worthy Gentleman Richard St. George 
Norrey Eſquire, King of Armes ofthe North parts of the Realme of England,

MITAS IN CoOEL0O. Shewing thereby, that his confidence is repoſed 
in Heauey, where true ioicsare to be found. 

Here you may obſeruc the forementioned difference betwixt the Helmet, 
of an Ordinary Gentleman, and an Eſquire, as this worthy bearer is, being crea- 
ted rothar dignity by Soverazgne Commilsion with impoſition of a Collar 
of SS. | 

Thedignity of an Efquire is the ſecond degree of Gentry,the reaſon of whoſe 
denomination we gauecl{ewhere.

This laft degree, by the very name and office, Scutum gerexnd;, of bearimsp «

_ gh time and cuſtome hath weakened their cftimation in reſpe of the 

ormer.

Of Baroys. 
Ti rcaſon ofthe name of Barons is not ſo wel known in Ergland,as is their greatneſle. 
Some dcriue it from a Greeke word, Baru, {1gnifying, Grawty, as being men whoſe 
preſence ſhouid repreſent that which rheir Title doth imply. The French Heralds take 
Barons to be Par-homines, Peeres, or men of cquall dignity ; the Germans, Banner-hives, 
as being, Commanders, diſplaying Banners of their owne in the Field. Thele the Saxors cal- 
lcd Laford, (whence our word Lord) and the Danes ca led rhem T hanes. 

Inancient times the name of Barons was very large, Citizens of chiefe Cities, and Gen- 
tlement of ccrtaine poſle(sions enioying thar Title 3 and abour thoſe rimes euery Earie 
had acertaine number of Barons vnder them, as cuery Baron had Capitaneos vnder him. 
But times haucaltered the limuts of this Honour, Barons being now reputed no lefle ab- 
ſolute Zords, though lower then Farles : and as a Gentleman is the firſt and loweſt deeree 
of Nobilitas minor ;, ſo now with vs a Baron is reputed the firſt ſtep of Nobilitas A aior. 

In which reſpe&t ſome haue thought that in Atchinements, none vnder a Baron, may 
vie Supporters ; but by ancient examples, we ſhall find that Knights Bannerets alſo had 
that Ornamentallowed them, and rherfore though a Baxeret hath a middle place betwixt 
Ordinary Knights and Barons; yet l have omitted his Atchinement, the difference being 
fo little betwixt it and rhe Barons. Banneret (or Baronet as ſome will haue it) by ſome 1s 
derived from Banner-rent, becauſe in their Creation, after certaine Ceremonies,the top of 
their, Pexnons is rent or cur off, and ſo reduced into the forme of a little Banner, which 
they may diſplay as Barons doe.But it1s more probable that the Germane word, Barner- 
biers,was the originail both of Barons and Bannerets; which matter $killeth not much,ſich 
this order (as before we touched) is now quite ceaſed iu this Land, 
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This Atchinement appertaineth to the right Noble and wor thy Fdmily of 
the Howards: but thus Marſþalledis here peculiarly ſer forth for the particular 
Enſignes of the right Noble, Learnedand truely Honourable, HenryLord Howard

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Earle of Northampton, Baron of Marnhill; Conſtable of the Caſtle of Doucy, Lord 
Warden,Chancellour and Admirallot the Cinque ports, Lord priuie Seale, Knight 
of the moſt noble 0xder of the Garter, and one of his Maicſtics moſt honourg- 
ble Priuie Counſel. Which noble Earle beareth quarterly foure Coats. The tuft 
whereof is Ruby, a Bend betweene ſixe Croſſe Croſlets, Fichee Pearle,and is the 
Paternall Coat of the ſaid moſt noble Family. The ſecond is Ruhy, three Liows 
paſſant,Gardant T opaze, in Chiefe, a/Zabell of three points Pearle, by the name of 
Brotherton. The third is Cheeky, Topaze, and Saphire,by the name of the Earle 
Warren. The foutth and laſtis Ruby a Lion Rampand, Pearle, Armedand Lan- 
gned Saphire,by the name of Mowbray, bearing for his difference a Creſſaut $4- 
phare,all within the Garter. Andaboue the ſame vpon a Helmea Mantle Ruby, 
doubled Pearle, next ypon which is placed a Chapeau Ruby, turned vp Er- 
mine. Inſizned with a Lion paſſant, T opaze, Armedand Langued Saphire,Crowned 
Pearle and gorged with a File of three points of thcelaft, ſupported with two 
Lions, Pearle, differenced on-their breaſts, Saphire.

Of Earles, 

The Title of an Earle is very Ancient,the Dignity very Honourable,their cal- 
ling beingin ſigne of theirgreatneſſe, adorned with the luſtre of a Coroxer,and 
themſelues enobled with the Stile of Princes. 

Comites, among the Ancient Romans, were the Counſellors and neere Ad- 
herentsto their higheſt Commanders : which Honour and Title being then 
but remporary and for life, is ſince by tra of time made perpetuall and he- 
reditary. The Saxons called them Ealdormen, the Danes, Eorlas ; they being 
(as may ſceme) ar firſtſeleAed out of the reſt of the Nobility, for commen- 
dation of their Grauity, Wiſdome, and Experience. 

Berwixt an Earle and a Baron is thedignity ofa Yiſcount,whoſe Atchiuement I 
have omitted in reſpe& that the ame is chieflly diffterenced from the Atchine- 
ment of an Earle in this : that the Yicountsis adorned witha Chaplet of fleigh- 
ter making, then the Coronet which beautifieth the Earles Eſcocheon. And fo 
likewiſe may be ſaid of Marqueſſes,which being next degrec aboue an Eayle, 
their Achinementshauc onely this difference, that their Coroners, are wholly

And for his Creaft, vpon a Chapeau or Cap of Eflate Mars, 
turned vp Ermine, a Lion paiſant gardant, Inſigned with a CrowneSol, Armed Tupiter, & 
gorged with a Zable,charged as atorelaid:Supported by a Liongardant, furniſhed nall re- 
pes as his Creaft,thc Chapeau cxcepred.. As allo by an Y nicorne, Luna, Armedand Vngw- 
led,$»l,gorged with a Crowne, whercunto is affixeda chaine paſsing betweene his fore- 
icegs and reflexed ouer his backe of the laſt, And vnderneath this laſt mentioned Crowne 
a File in all reſpe&s as the former, the ſame being the ſpeciall difference belonging to his 
Graces Dukedome of Yorke. Both which Sapporters doe ſtand vpon a Compartment, placed 
vnderneath; inche middeſt wherof,to make his Graces Atchiuement perte&taud compleat 
is placed this his Motto. 


Of a Duke. 


That the Titles of Dignitie, were primitiuely (for the moſt part) taken from Mili- 
tarie imploimems , may appeare from the loweſt ſteppe of Gentry, tothis which is 
ncerc vntothe higheſt amongſt vs, and in' ſome Countries is the higheſt of all ; For as 
the Eſquier,theXKnight,the Banneret,haue their Denomitations for ſome place,and (eruice 
in the Camp, lo hath the Dakealſo, which in his originall, Yignified nothing but a Gene- 
rall or graund Chicfraine ; till the Dignitie became Heredftarie to theiriſſue. Art which 
times, when many eniotedthe ſame Hereditarie honor, occaſion was giuen, of ere&ing 
cuen amongſt Dakesalfo another ſupereminent Title, of 4rch-Dake, a name wel known 
in forraine parts, but neuer entertained in this Britiſh and. | 

The high dignitie of Dake of Yorke, hath been a longtime born by the ſecond ſonnes 
of the Kings of this Land, though of elder times Yorke was but an Earledome , and yer 
thenalſoit was an honourof lo high eſteeme,as thatit was annexed tothe Crownzas ap- 
peareth by X. Richard the firſt, who hauing conferred the title of that County on his Ne- 
phew tho, Duke of Brunſwike, the Yorkeſhire men much repined therear, ſaying, They 
would yecld no hoinage to any but to the King uztill ſuch time as they might ſpeake with the King 
and ſee him face to face. With which teſtimonie of their great zeale - affetion their 50- 
ucraigne tooke ſogreat contentment, that hee beſtowed on his Nephew the Earledome 
of Pojffou in exchange, and teſerued the Title of the Earledome of rTorke to himlclfe. 
Sincexwhich time, it became a Dukedome, and hath been repurcd of long timethe prime 
Title of this Kingdome, next tothe Principalitic of ales. . 

Here might bee expected, thar the eAtchivement of the moſt Noble and Excellent 
Prince Henry, Printe of Walles,&+c. ſhould be inſerted, ro exemplifie in that moſt vertu- 
ons,reloious, and peereleſſe Printe,the bearing & blazoning of ſuch Princes as arc in heigth 
of Dignity next to Soucraigne Kings ; but becauſe the diference thereof and this next en- 
ſuing Atchinement of Soucraigne Enſignes is in effe@t (o little (being one'y a Labellof three 
' Pornts) I thought fitteſt ro comprehend it vnder the Zyſignes of his Mateſty, in whom is 
couprizcd the happineſſe and welfare of all true hearted and religiouſly affefted Sub-

like : - Supported by a Lim Rampand, gardant Sol,Crowned as the former : and 
an Y nicorne Luna, gorged with a Crowne thereto a Chaineaffixed, palsing be- 
tweene his fore legs, and reflexed ouer his backe Sol. Both ſtanding vpon a 
compartment placed vnderneath, from the middeſt whereof iſſue the Rorall 
Badges of his Mateſties chicte Kingdomes of England and Scotland, to wit, the 
Roſe for England, aud the T hiſtle tor Scotland, And in the Table of the Com- 
partment his Highneſſe Roiall Morro, DigEv ET MoN Dr O1rT. Thus 
haue I finiſhed the Blazoy of theſe his Mazeſties moſt Roiall and Monarchal En- 
ſignes, and therewithall the ſcope of my intended poore T raxcls. 
It hath been queſtioned, {ith theſe 47mesare peculiar to the Engliſh Soxe- 
raigne,wherctore the Armes of France ſhould haue the preheminence in Mar- 
ſhalling. But the reaſons thereof are divers : as firſt, becauſe the Kingdome of 
France, is the greater : ſecondly, becauſe theſe Flowre de Lices from their firſt 
bearing haue been the Ey/ignesot a King ; and thoſe of England deduced only 
from Dukedomes. For the Conqueror (as Duke of Normandy)brought in for his 
Coat-armour, ewo Leopards: I lay deduced, becauſe the Kings of England after 
the Conqueſt did beare two Leopards,(the Fnſignesof the Dukedome of Norman- 
dy)till the time of King Henry te ſecond, who( according to the recceiued opi- 
nion) by mariage of Eleanor daughterand heire ofrhe Duke of 4quitaine and 
Guyon,annexed the 1 70n,her paternall Coat, being of the ſame Field, Metall, and 
Forme with the Zeopards,and (o from thence forward they were iontly mar- 
ſoalled in one Shield and Blazoned three Lions, A third reaſon may be giucn, for 
thatar the firſt quartering of theſe Coats by Edward the third, queſtion being 
moued of his title to Fraxce, the King had good cauſe to put that Coat inthe 
firſt rancke,to ſhew his moſt vndoubred Title to that Kingdome, and therc- 
fore would haue it in the moſt perſpicuous place of his Fſcocheon. =
